pool of seandal and corruption, became, under
President Harvison's watehful Administration, the
implaenhle for of ringsters, finnneial mountehanks,
swindlers and violators of the law, The Departs
ment of A_rienlturs hus rison within the last four
yeurs stiperior to its ol and unsavery reputation
of furnishing a4 haven of refuge to eranks and dis-
cpedited visionarbes, and has vnee more hecome &
public office, the conduct of which commands the
conflilence aml respyet of the elass for whisa bene-
fit it was presanably ereated,  The Postotfice De-
purtment las steadily increased irs field of henefi-
cont disefalness and has grown to be more nearly
<olfsopporting than ever before.  And it has done
this withonr finding it necessary to discriminate
in favor of foreicn mail carrisrs, sither.
